taught our revolutionary forefathers, by the mountains, the 
Valleys and the forests in which they labored and lived and 
endured. 


There is a power in Nature, speaking through the sub- 
Limity of her illimitable glories which proclaims that deathless 
spirit of Liberty which is the seul of fraternity, human concord 
and universal peace. So that he who with Nature hold communion, 
will ever cherish a love of freedom and a lively interest in the 
welfare of his fellcwman. 


The wonderful freedom in Nature points the way for the 
freedom of mankind from that slavegy of the mind and soul which 
has brought mankind te subjection and long suffering. It is the 
freedom, that is the glory of the mountain, of the unfettered winds 
that course cver the sea. 


That this spirit may be fostered; that fraternity be 
engendered in the hearts cf our people; that the state in which we y 
live may receive the blessings of labor devoted to the public weal; my 
in a word that the spirit. of selfishness give way to the unive 
. devetion of our people to promote the general happiness and pros- 
rity of all, we believe that we should found an organization 
edicated to the accomplishment of these ends. ' 


In keeping with this spirit, we shall explore the scenic 
beauties of the great Northwest, and draw therefrom the inspiration 
to do noble things and not dream them all day long; we shail devote 
our time and our energies to give strength to the bodies, and 
thereby add to the greater peace and prosperity of our state. 
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We do now therefore subseribe to and adept the following 
constitution as our law.

ARTICLE IT ; 
Membership 


Sec. 1. Any resident of the United States, of eighteen 
of age or over, and of good moral character may become and remain 
& member of the Club, upon being duly elected thereto, and upon 
compliance with the laws of the Club. 


Sec. 1, General power to transect all of the business of the 
Club, except as hereinafter expressly limited, is vested in a 
Board of )irectors which shall consist of seven members of the 
Club. ‘The power of the Board of Directors shall be exercised at 
all times by a majority of the members thereof, and said Board of 
Directors shall be subject to control in its actions only by a 
vote or resolution of the members of the Club expressed in a 
majority decree at a duly and regularly called meeting of the 
members of the Club, called for that purpese. The president, 
Recording Secretary, Treasurer and Chief Guide of the Club shall 
be ex-officio members of the Board of Directors, exercising full 
pewers as such, and shall constitute four of the seven members - 
of the Board herein provided for. (Original article and amendment 
thereof at regular tusiness meeting held in December, 1936).

Sec. 1. ‘The officers of the Club shall be as follows: 
President, Vice-President, secretary, Treasurer, Chief Guide, 
Historian and Photographer. 






Seo. 2. The President shall be the executive officer of the 
Club, and shall preside over ail meetings of the Club and of the 
Board of Directors. He shail also exercise those powers ordi- 
Marily pertaining to his office. He shali not vote as a member 
of the Board of Directors, exeept in case of a tie vote. 


Sec. 3. The Vice-President shail act in all matters, with 
full powers of the President in all matters pertaining te the 
Club proper or te the transaction of business by the Board of 
Directors in the case of absence or disability of the President. 


See. 4. ‘The Secretary shall keep an accurate account of all 
the business, correspondence and finances of the Club. He shall 
also keep accurate minutes of all meetings of the Club, and of

Sec. 6. The Historian shall prepare and file a written 
history of all trips and exereises of the Club and all incidents 
and matter of general interest which shall transpire at such 
exercises or journeys. 


Sec. 7. The Photographer shall take or cause to be taken 
photographs of any places, persons or happenings at any exereises 
or journeys of the Club, and file and preserve a copy of such 
photographs in a book of the Club kept for that purpose. 


Sec. 8. The Treasurer shall receive from the Secretary, 
and all other persons, ail moneys belonging to the Club, and 
shall deposit the same in a bank in the name of the Club. He 
shall give a receipt to the Secretary and to all others for all 
moneys received, and shall make a fuil statement of all moneys 
received and paid out by him for the current year at the annual 
meeting of the Club members. He shall pay out money of the Club 
upon a written order from the Board of Directors, and shall pre- 
serve said written orders, and submit the same with his report. 
He shall also give an undertaking in favor of the Club in such 
an amount as shall be ordered by the Board of Dgrectors for the 
faithful performance of his duties as mz Breasurer.

ARTICLE VITI.

The Treasurer 
shall give a sufficient bend to the Club te be approved by the 
Board ef Directors, and shall perform all duties generally per- 
taining to his office.
